History Of Book And Chinese

Students who have longed to under- 
stand the mysteries of lbs various col- 
lections of the Redpa^ and tho Gent 
Chinese Research Llbmrles 'will ha,ve 
several excellent opportunities to solve 
them, this month. A eerie* of Museum 
talks, tot the benefit of those, students, 
have been arranged, starting this Sat- 
urday noon and continuing on the fol- 
lowing two Saturdays nt tho same 
ttme. 

Both of these libraries have rich 
and extensive collections of rare books 
and Interesting exhibits. The Redpath 
Library Museum contains a display 
Illustrating the history of the book, In 
chronological order, from Babylonia's 
clay tablets and Egypt's papyri down 
to the latest examples of modern print- 
ing. 

Rare Books 

There are also some very rare book 
exhibits which are suro to' Interest all 
those with blbllolatrous tendencies. 
Those Include a leaf of tho first Bible 
printed In Europe, a copy of Shake- 
speare's "Richard II" of which only one 
other Is In existence, Newton's "Op- 
tics" with corrections In his own 
hand-writing and the first edition of 
Locke's "Essay on the Human Un- 
derstanding", with bis own manuscript 
additions which are Included in the 
second edition. 

The Gest Library Is renowned the 
world over for the variety, wealth and 
extension of its collection. There la 
only ono superior In this field on the 
continent.

An added incentive to students, de- 
siring to make the trek home during 
the Christmas arid New Tear vacation, 
is offered by the reduced railway rates 
for the holidays. As recently announc- 
ed by the Canadian Passengers Asso- 
ciation, both the C.N.R. and the C.P.R. 
lines will charge bona-fldo professors 
and students a faro and a quarter for 
the return holiday trip. 

To take advantage of this opportun- 
ity, a form, obtainable at the Regist- 
rar's office must be filled In, stating 
such Information as destination and 
college attended. The applicant must 
be a professor in a Canadian school or 
college, where he is non-resident, and 
he must be undertaking a vacation 
trip only. 

Form Testified 

Some official of the university will, 
then, be asked to countersign the form, 
testifying to the truth of the state- 
ments. The special tickets will be pro- 
curable not more than three days prior 
to, nor three, days later than the clos- 
ing date ot the school or college — Dec. 
18 in 're case of McGlll. Further- 
more, return must be made not later 
the re-opening day after the vacation. 

It Is hoped that many, .who other- 
wise would have been unable to go 
home tor Christmas, will now be' able 
to make the trip. This poMcy of re- 
duced rates will be continued for 
Easter and other holidays.

Control Of Trade 
Cycle Necessary 

Prof. Marsh Outlines Various 
Depression Remedies 

"Modern methods of studying Trade 
Cycles should Influence greatly periods 
of prosperity, and depression," stated 
L. C. Marsh, -Professor of Social 
Science Research In a lecture last 
night at the Central T.M.C.A. 

It was the third of a series of lec- 
tures on- Unemployment, and dealt 
with, various remedlos for the pros- 
perity booms and subsequent depres- 
sion periods. Professor Marsh pointed 
out that although the Trade, Cycle 
could probably never be eliminated, 
it can be greatly influenced or con- 
trolled. He discussed the following aids 
for the control of the Trade Cycle: 

1. Greater avallab!l}ty and uso of 
relevant Information. 

2. Business forecasting.' * 

8. Stabilization by or within i In- 
dustries. 

4. Long period planning of public 
works. 

5. Banking control. 

t. Monetary stabilisation.

On Chinese Book 

Hung Tao Society Will Meet 
Tonight In R.V.C. 

Dr. Kiang Kang-hu of the depart- 
ment of Chinese Studios will deliver 
a lecture on "The Book of Change" 
at the second meoting of the Hung 
Tao Society which Is to be held In 
the Common- Room of R.V.C. at 8:30 
this evening.- Members and .friends 
are Invited to attend. 

Tho Book of Change is tho oldest 
book of any language. It Is the first 
and earliest one of Chinese philo- 
sophy. This book is represented by 
diagrams— 64 In number, which were 
present in all phenomena in the uni- 
verse. The w r,ter 8a y 8 *hat the 
phenomena were produced ; from two 
sources, positive and negative, and 
also by grand origin. Although the 
book was written long before Con- 
fucius, ( .It is one of the Confucian 
Classics.

Discussed Canadian Situation 
In Meeting At McGill 

POSITION FAVOURABLE

'Statistics Show Rise Of Prices 
Probable In Near 
Future 



Wheat Is in the best statistical posi- 
tion tor recovery of any of the ba- 
sic commodities it was decided by 
the conference on Wheat which was 
held here Monday afternoon. The 
meeting was attended by the most 
eminent wheat authorities of Can- 
ada and was for tho purpose of dls- 
0U88lng the problems which confront 
the wheat grower at the preBont 
time. 

Tho decrease in the price of wheat 
was greater than In that of any 
othed commodity, but at the present 
timo the situation seems to be fav- 
ourable for a rise of price. The 
problem is mainly that of getting rid 
of the present visible surplus. This 
should be reduced by two hundred 
to three hundred million bushels 
within the next year. 

Canada May Expand Acreage, 

In order to keep up with the in- 
crease of consumption the world in- 
crease in, acreage should bo three 
million acres annually. Duo to lack 
of statistics on Russia it cannot be 
accurately determined whether this 
has taken Place, but this seems to 
be the case. There is no reason why 
Canada should not continue her 
present acreage and ovcntually even 
expand it. 

Mixed farming was also discussed 
but the members of the Conference 
do not wish to divulge what conclu- 
sion was reached with regard to It. 
/ Central Selling Ageney Gone. 

Mr. Davidson of the Dominion Bu- 
reau ot Statistics stated that the 
Central Selling Agency which has 
this year been abolished' will prob- 
ably never again come Into i exist- 
ence. Till people can forecast the 
prlco of wheat any sort of pooling

Moderation 

It has been long recognized, at least' on 
this continent, that the acquisition of know- 
ledge is by no means the sole aim of a uni- 
versity course. That the book-worm is not 
a desirable member of the student body, 
and that students prominent in extra- 
curriculum activities are men to be 
emulated, are facts long ago- accepted as 
part of the average collegian's creed. And 
We at McGill have certainly not been blind 
t© these facts. Time and again in these 
columns support for all campus activities 
has been urged, and the development of an 
enthusiastic college spirit enjoined. 

That this should be the current trend of 
feeling in universities is not in itself to be 
deplored. But unfortunately there is the 
danger, that this idea stretch too far. In 
some colleges the academic standing of the 
nstitution has been seriously affected by 
this spirit. The campus athlete is oftcp the 
popular hero while the brilliant student, 
though perhaps respected, is rarely envied. 
At many colleges more pride is felt in the 
existence of a "college spirit" in its most 
intense form than in the maintenance of a 
thily intellectual atmosphere. In short, 
tïicrc is a tendency in general towards over- 
emphasis of the extra-curriculum phase of 
college life; to the detriment of the intel- 
lectual side. This from no point of view can 
lie desirable. > 
I At McGill, no such situation has pre- 
sented itself as yet in anything like a se- 
rious form. And it is certainly not intended 
Here that manifestation of less interest in 
college affairs should be proposed to avert 
Ôiis danger. Moderation in this regard is a 
Sufficient solution. College endeavours 
hould by all means be accorded as much 
upport as they receive at McGill, but the 
sjcademic aim of a college course should 
never be lost sight of. Activities and stu- 
dies need not clash ; one need not be sacri- 
ficed to the other. There is no man who 
deserves to call himself a student of McGill 
who cannot find time to be a loyal son of 
IBs Alma Mater in the full sense of the 
ford. 

' It is a very fine thing to put good 
athletic teams on the field, or to nourish a 
splendid "college spirit" amongst the -un- 
dergraduates, but if a university does rtot 
send out into the world educated men it 
ciinnot lay claim to fulfilment of its mission, 
i McGill seems a long way yet from allow- 
ing the pendulum to swing too far in this 
regard. McGilPs academic standing has 
not been impaired. But it is at least worth 
bearing in mind that while the book-worm 
is condemned, the well-read man is not to, 
be discouraged ; while the. athlete is ac- 
claimed he is to be condemned if he neglects 
his studies. The glory of McGill will be 
upheld in the outside world not necessarily 
by' the man who has taken a prominent 
part in college affairs but by the well-pro- 
I portioned man — the truly educated man

John G. Ervine, dramatist and dramatic 
critic in an article naturally pertaining' to 
the' theatrical art. We can very easily make 
$ich a statement include other fields of 
Endeavour, and the consequences are often 
strange 

:■)■: Admitted hero-worship seems to have 
|iéd out with Ruskin and his famous book, 
nee then, the people of the world have 
come ambitious for themselves. The 
irit which says "I am as good as the 
er man" can permit of no worship of 
neighbour who has managed to ob- 
, some publicity for himself. It is true 
J Lindeberg stirred the minds of the 
venturous thousands, but "he is the only 
te of the countless number that followed 
nThis footsteps who is still in any lime 
fight. News travels so quickly, that no 
•poner does report come of one achieve- 
~ent, than it is surpassed by a second; 
nd another possible hero is displaced. 

At a university, the opportunity for 
ecting heroes is readily at hand. Brilliant 
leakers, elocutionists, athletes or musi 
jans are included in the .annual quota of 
ewcomers, but rarely is anyone chosen 
âbove the rest and worshipped. In many 
cases, the students feel on a par even with 
fheir professors, and regard their studied 
opinions only as just one side to the sub- 
Jet, admitting freely that it may be wrong; 
% Ambition and self-assurance are to be 
ecried by no means. They are necessary 
to drag us out of the mire of ignorance in 
which we are born. Hero-worship, how- 
ever, is one of the few indications of the 
public's highest approval of work done, and 
is an incentive to the individual perhaps 
greater than ambition could evèr be

The days are always damp and chill, and, 
as there Is no central heating In the colleges, we 
tvivo to keep our flr^s on all day In our sitting 
rooms. We have no fires In the bedrooms. Con- 
sequently wo undross In the sitting room and do 
a brisk five yard bop into the bedroom and bed. 
Personally I am Quito an expert at nursing roluc- 
tant tires. I have a subtle method ot beating 
stubborn chunks ot coal over the head with an 
axe as to extract a maximum ot heat from them, 
which 1 think I shall patent.

Wo have to wear gowns to lectures and tutor- 
lals, when interviewing a college official, to din- 
ner, and on the streets alter nine In the evening. 
Regulation! for Women - 
A few words on the Coeducational system 
here. Oxford is not really a coeducational uni- 
versity, though' there are both men and women 
students here, for tho university has solved what- 
ever problems may be connectod with a coeduca- 
tional system by the simple but effective method 
ot shutting up the women evory evening behind 
their Collège walls. Hero are a few quotations 
from the official book on university discipline. The 
humour is entirely unconscious. 

(1) "A Woman Undcrgraduato may not enter 
the rooms of a Man Undergraduate, either In 
collego or in lodgings without a special Icavo 
previously obtained from the Principal ot her So- 
ciety (l.e . College) She must havo a companion 
similarly approved." 

(2) "Parties ot Men and Women Undergradu- 
ates may not bo held unless each "Woman Under-, 
graduate has obtained leave from the Principal ot 
her Socioty. Academic Dress (i.e. cap and gown) 
should -be worn in the evening," 

(3) "Men and Women Undergraduates may 
not go en the river or for motor rides togethor, 
unless eaçji Woman Undorgrâduate hug previously 
obtained leave from the Principal of her Collego 
and there are at least two women In the party." 

If a student is seen on the> strçét with a 
female companion the Proctor has the right to 
ask for an introduction. ? 

Method of Studlti ' " 
A-word about the work hore. 1 An undergrad- 
uate at Oxford studies only one subject.' He spe- 
cializes In hla"partlcular,subjcct, law or history or 
literature, for three years and passes a series of 
examinations on It. When he is finished he has 
a thorough grasp of one branoh of human know- 
ledge, and, if ho is not vory Intelligent, a thorough 
ignoranco ot all others. If he is Intelligent, how- 
ever, he will be capable of reading and appreci- 
ating oUier subjocts, because in mastering one 
subject he will havo learned how to set about 
mastering others. . The object of tho Oxford sys- 
tem is not to stuff peoplo with scraps of miscel- 
laneous knowledge, but, by giving them a good 
fooling in one branch, to enable them to search 
out the others for themselves. Personally I pre- 
fer It to the American system, though there is 
much to be said on both sides. For one thing the 
secondary schools' hero aro muoh supérlôr to those 
in Canada or the United States, and freshmen are 
more fitted to start a course of Intense specializa- 
tion than they' are in America, which Is an Initial 
disadvantage the universities of Ihe Now "World 
have to face. 

In conclusion, many thanks for the Dailies 
you send to me. It Is a great pleasure to be'able 
to follow the course of events back at McGill 
during my temporary oxpatrlatio*. Unfortunately 
Oxford has no undergraduate newspaper.

READING AND STAGNATION 

Schopenhauer once wrote that "a man should 
read only when tho source of his own best Ideas 
stagnates."' Ho was writing in Germany during a 
time when political and philosophical controversies 
Interested university folk Bllghtly moro than even 
tho most recent peep show sensation. (It would be 
the talkie Btar today.) Schopenhauer, imcn, wns 
writing for the German man and Insisted that In 
the world around him at that . time In the ovents, 
personalities, and Ideas on. overy aide he had by 
far the most vital and significant educating forces 
available, ^ 

And so it is today that life Is still more vital 
than printed matter. Critical university men today 
can see as much It not more in the turmoil ot lifo 
It they will only deign to look at It. The uni- 
versity man ot today In o> 
not read a grca 
reached complete stagnation. It Is still occupied 
with bridge fines30s, Collier serials, tho weather, 
and comparative football scores. Ho takes Scho- 
penhauer to heart and blithely sots out to take a 
look at the world as long as it interests him then 
"fuff" there's nothing to it and he turns back to 
bridge and other mentàlly stimulating and en- 
larging Interests. 

Yet, Schoponhauer's fine suggestion is a poor 
one unless It can stand on one fundamental as- 
sumption and that Is that the man who is doing 
a little thinking and looking on has already dono 
enough reading and study in the past to make 11 
possible for him to interpret with some coherence 
the things that ho sees about him. A background 
is needed before present events can be of much 
significance and that background can come only 
through roadlng. Schopenhauer is right In taking 
a poke at the prodigious yot i wholly Insignificant 
literary journeys that detached and unvltal 
scholars make. Thoy make a man a sponge, with- 
out character or color of his own, and aro likely 
to soften him into a harmless, nearsighted "book- 
worm." 

However, it is absurd to assert that reading 
must be tabooed. It m^st not .The greatest noed 
of the university man of today Js a knowledge of 
tho fundamentals and background of the society 
that he is living in. With this background it will 
be possible then for him to take heed of Phi- 
loaopher Schopenhauer's suggestion and plunge 
without reserve Into the business of interpreting 
and living in his society. Different frem the Oer 
man university- man of Schopenhauer'a day the 
American university man must be urged to get 
into the Intellectual and social life ef his time, 
The German wanted to set Into the life of his 

university map is apart from these deeper currents 
of life and is usually either a superficial dilettante 
bored with all but sparkle or a nonentity . 
there is little that distinguishes the two types. The 
American young man sees and yet does not, he 
looks at his society but he doesn't know enough to 
look into or through it. It will be refreshing when 
some of the American man's "own best'ideas" will 
be spoken. Until then, wide awake readln. cannot 
be Harmful,-^R.W.B.

The variety of robes worn by the 
distinguished visitor's at yesterday's 
brilliant Inauguration ceremonies 
caused much comment among those 
who saw them. Tho range of color 
and shape Included the brilliant 
scarlet gown and the velvet round 
cap of Dean J. C. McLennan and the 
plain black gown of Mayne Albright. 

Academic robes are usually traced 
back to their ecclesiastical origins 
but It is probable that they actually 
found their beginnings in the ordin- 
ary civilian costume ot tho early 
Middle Ages. The fourteenth century 
scholar was required to wear a ton- 
suro and a long gown which In 
most cases' was closed. Colleges be- 
gan to prescribe tho character^ of 
these gowns, hence tho modern dif- 
ferences in robes which persist.

Tho scarlet gown is a dif- 
ferent shape than those worn by tho 
M.A. and A.B. scholars. There are 
several typos of black gown. 

The medieval cloister with Its 
sombre scholar, dressed In simple 
cloth, is, indeed, far removed from 
the dynamic cosmopolitan Univer- 
sity Of today.

A Whale Comes to College 



People of Portland have been stirre-1 
up over presence of a whale In the 
mud flats opposite tho mouth of the 
Willamette river. According to Dr. 
Edwin T. Hodge, professor of geo- 
logy, this is not the first time a whale 
has made such a long Journey from 
his natural playground to visit the 
fair state of Oregon. 

"About 20 years ago," said Pro- 
fessor Hodge, "a prominent citizen 
ot Florence, finding a largo, whale 
about 30 feet long, • decided that It 
would be a patrlotlo move to pre- 
sent the whale to tho University ot 
Oregon. This he did; whale, blubber, 
and nil. While the usual climate pre- 
vailed at Eugene, it was not at tho.t 
time as moist as the Ocean. The ef- 
fects of Eugene climate wore net 
boneflclal to tho whale, In fact he 
rapidly deteriorated. Neither the Uni- 
versity nor the city of Eugene would 
accept the gift and yet the donor re- 
fused to take him back. The whale ex- 
perienced his feelings mainly in the 
odors he. produced." 

Getting down to more recent times 
Dr.- Hodge continued, "about 10 years 
ago- Dr. Packard discovered in ihe 
seacliffs near Florence, the bones of 
a whalo. Since' these bones were un- 
like those of modern whales he dug 
them out and brought them to the 
University of Oregon. Here they have 
been fitted together and have proved 
to be the bones of a whale that swam 
In the ocean" off the coast of the Ore-

Theodore P. Langhorne, Ag- 
worked mostly In the fire fighting 
division, said: "David Hernstln of 
the University of Michigan and I were 
detailed to tight fire In a forest near 
by.

If the ini- 
tial payment is abolished not enough 
farmers could afford to Join for they 
would havo to wait too long for 
payment. 

The Provincial P00I3 will prob- 
ably however cohtlnuo selling 
through the Grain Exchange, and 
returning to the farmers tho profits 
for elevator operation. It Is un- 
likely that thoy will be sold out- 
right to private line companies. The 
tendency is towards deccntralisa- 
tlon. 

On tho other hand at tho present 
time thero are only four largo pur- 
chasers In England. With tho Pool 
Canada can bargain outright with 
them irrespective of market prices, 
as tho Argentine does. 

Opinions Differ. 

There was somo difference ,-of 
opinion at tho mooting as to wh oth- 
er- the millers favour direct selling 
or not. The Pool representatives 
said thut "they do not object to it, 
but ono authority said they did. 

It seems probablo that there will 
bo no central soiling- agency for five 
years anyway, and even thon it will 
bo brought about by outsido influ- 
ences and not by tho producer.
